New York Republican Convention 
at Syracuse. 


—_—— 


The attention of the country has been 
steadily fixed upon the Republican party of 
the State of New York, ever since the gigantic 
frauds and startling robberies perpetrated by 
the leaders of the Democratic party ia. New 
York city were discovered and exposed. Thie 
earnest attention has been alike true of Demo 
crats and Republicans outside of the Empire 
State, but from very different motives. The 
former looked for seme folly or dissension in 
the Republican ranks which might serve to per. 
petuate the rule of the robbers and swindlers, 
if not entirely screen them from the reproach 
of their damning crimes, while the latter hoped 
and expected that the Republican party, smart- 
ing under repeated defeats, by rum, rowdyism, 
and frauds at the ballot-box, would present an 
united front and avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of turning out the thieves and robbers, 
and placing the State in honest hands and in 
line with the loyal sway of the nation. Stanned 
and staggering under the crushing exposure 
the giant Democracy invited to its neck the 
Republican guillotine, and the Republicans 
outside of New York expected its strong, 
stern, and unflinching application. No better 
opportunity was ever given an honest party to 
put down a corrupt one. Inspired by abhor- 
rence of crime in high places, and the hope of 
hurling it from place and power, there should 
have been nought but harmony and unanimity 
in the councils of the party. Republicans 
throughout the country had a right to hope and 
expect this at the hands of their New York 
brothers. They have, however, in the result 
been been grievously disappointed. The Re 
publican Convention held last week in Syracuse 
failed to avail itself of the advantage afforded 
by the situation. From the first, that conven- 
tion was the screen of factious manwauvering for 
the ascendency of one of two factions in the 
party—each resolved to rule if not to ruin. 
We fail to see in the conduct of either faction 
in the convention that spirit of conciliation 
which the cause and the association demanded, 
and which the recent utterances of Senators 
Fenton and Conkuine taught us to expect. 
As the case now stands, an excellent opporta- 
nity has been reckfessly flung away, and the 
prospects of the Republican party in the State 
of New York put in peril, if not blasted. Had 
the ruling faction shown a proper spirit of con- 
ciliation towards the delegates friendly to the 
views of Horace Grestky, and been a little 
less intent upon achieving control of the party, 
the prospect of a rousing Republican victory 
in the Empire State would gladden Republican 
hearts throughout the country. 

Plainly enough, however, this is no time for 
unavailing regret, nor for ineffectual reproaches. 
What is done is done, and the true course for 
every friend of the National Administration 
and the future of the Republican cause is to 
repair damages and make the best of things as 
they are. Our cause, though injured in that 
State, is by no means lost. Nothing unusual, 
though something undesirable, has been done. 
While human nature (a very powerfal and 
self-asserting entity) is what it is, nations will 
be divided into parties, and parties will be 
divided into factions. The only danger to the 
nation from party is when its members count 
party success as a higher and dearer object 
than the success of the nation, as was the case 
with the Democratic party during the late 
rebellion ; and the only danger to a party from 
faction is when the latter cares more for its 
own ends than for the great ends of the party. 
The interest of a faction ends where the higher 
interest of the party begins, and this point is 
determined upon the great Republican prin 
ciple of majority. The duty of the majority is 
wisdom, conciliation, and forbearance, and that 
of the minority is submission and eo-operation. 

In the present case there is reason to believe 

that the minority will very largely be found in 
the way of duty to the Republican party. Its 
leaders are not place-hunters or place-holders. 
They have not come in at the eleventh hour; 
but are where they are, by conviction and de- 
votion to liberty, justice, and good government. 
They will not desert or cripple the great Re- 
publican party, because they were unable to 
control a convention of the party at a particu- 
lar time and place, how strongly soever they 
may reprobate the means by which they were 
denied that control. The triumph of the Re- 
publican party in the State of New York and 
in the nation is an object psramount and all 
commanding, and holding it to be such, they 
will be found putting forth their best exertions 
in the canvass upon which the party is now 
launched. They owe it to themselves, to their 
friends, to their own unsullied record, to the 
State, to the city of New York—robbed, swin. 
dled, and threatened with violence and blood— 
to do their utmost to heal division, unite and 
press forward to a glorious victory of the Re- 
publican party this fall. 

Whatever may have been the faults and mis- 
takes of the leaders, the Convention at Syra- 
cuse was soundly Republican, and has nomina- 
tedcandidates that all Republicans can support, 
and laid down a platform upon which all Re- 
publicans can stand. Leaving the questions as 
to who shall be greatest in the Bepublican 
party of New York to be disputed at another 
and fitter time, our friends in that State should 
let by-gones be by-gones, and as they have of- 
ten done before, put aside minor differences, 
and bear the banner of the Republican party 
to certain victory.

This was attested by Joseph Davis, a member of 
the gang, who tarned State's evidence at Oxford, 
aad who was present on the occasion: in ques- 
tion. Dupree was charged with no crime ; but 
it is said he ‘‘ was a noisy Republican and would 
speak his mind.’” The penalty on freedom of 
speech in this part of Mississippi seems to be 
heavier than that on murder.

Gold and Silver Prodact of the 
‘ Pacific Coast, 


The gold and silver annually produced upon 
the Pacific coast approximates $80,000, 
an amount that will be greatly increased within 
the next two or three years. Only a little 
more than twenty years have elapsed since we 
began mining for these metals, during which 
time we have extracted and put into circulation 
something over $1,200,000, to say nothing of 
other forms of wealth created by our compara- 
tively limited population meantime. ever 
before, perhaps, have so small a number ef 
people built up and established upon a perma- 
nent footing such a broad and profitable busi- 
ness in so short a period. But this has not 
been accomplished without much loss to indi- 
v'duals, and even the most costly sacrifices on 
the part of large classes of the community. 
As in the founding of every other important 
industry, time and the expenditure of vast 
sums of money have been required to bring 
mining to its present state of perfection, nearly 
all the experiments and trials made ft! the 
furtherance of this business having been car- 
ried on under conditions involving great hard- 
ships and heavy expense. 

Hence, while it has brought ample reward, 
and even opulence to some, it has inured only 
in loss to the many, who have consequently 
felt sore over their want of success, seeking 
often to attribute, and sometimes with good 
cause, their failure to the fault of others. Thus, 
the prospecter and locater of mines is prone to 
censure the capitalists, and vice versa, each 
conceiving that the other has been overreach- 
ing, remiss, or otherwise instrumental in work- 
ing him awrong. The indiscriminate indul- 
gence of this feeling, though natural enough, 
is apt to do both partics injustice, since, over- 
looking exceptional cases, a survey of the field 
of operations so remote and vast, and a con- 
sideration of the troubles inherent to a new 
and difficult business, tend to show that the 
fancied wrong were generally the result of 
excusable ignorance or ubavoidable necessity, 
rather than of willful error. And, as such, 
they should be overlooked in passing judg- 
ment upon the pioneers in this great industry.— 
Overland Monthly. 
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Srupy a¥p Lonorvity.—Because brain work 
promotes the consumption of nutrition quite 
as much as bodily labor, a hard stadent will 
get ravenously hungry. The thing that kee 
a man in health is the constant renewal of the 
particles of his body; labor uses up the: new 
particles of nutriment, and works off the old 
ones; eating supplies new ones in their stead, 
and in this way the body is always kept new 
and young and vigorous and thirsty.

and Herschel, the greatest astronomer of hie 
age, lived beyond ninety, and so did Humboldt, 
the immortal author of ‘‘Coemos."’ If ever a 
hard student dies young, it is because he has 
not lived rightly —Dr. W. W. Hall.

AMENDMENTS TO THE RULES AND 
REGULATIONS.
